17. S. military build-up 
gets positive NATO nod 


WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP) — 
NATO defense ministers have given a “sur- 
prisingly favorable response” to U.S. urgmgs 
that they speed improvements in their milit- 
ary forces, a senior Pentagon official said 
Wednesday. 

A new American push to get North Atlan- 
tic alliance governments to step up long- 
planned milrtary expansion actions came 
April 14 when Robert Komer, undersecret- 
ary of defense for policy, laid the U.S. prop- 
osals before NATO officials in Brussels. 

The objective is to prod Western allies into 
becoming better prepared to take up any 
slack in Western defeases if the United States 
must divert major forces to the oil-producing 
Gulf region. 

The U.S. proposals stressed building war 
reserve stocks of ammunition, which one 
senior official said are “ seriously inadequ- 
ate," developing an alliance- wide plan for 
using European commercial airliners to haul 
U.S. troops and equipment to Europe in an 
emergency, fleshing out military reserves that 
could be mobilized on short notice and other 
measures. 

Follow-up details are to be worked out by 
NATO military specialists in time for presen- 
tation to NATO defense ministers for a deci- 
sion in December. 

While saying that the reaction so far has 
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been favorable, the senior official who asked 
to remain anonymous acknowledged that 
“when the time comes to pledge the money, 
then we may run into trouble." 

But he indicated that the allies seem anxi- 
ous to comply with American reserves in the 
military field in Western Europe because, he 
said, they appear “very nervous that they 
have not done enough” to support U.S. 
efforts to secure oil resources from interrup- 
tion in the Gulf region. 

The official implied that the Indian 
Ocean-Gulf crisis is giving the United States 
a lever to move allied nations into some 
action to carryout pledges they have made in 
recent years to strengthen their forces in 
Western Europe. 

Tito enters 
state of shock 

LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia, April 23 (R) 
— President Josip Broz Tito’ s doctors said 
Wednesday his critical condition had worse- 
ned and he was in a state of shock. 

In the most pessimistic bulletin so far, doc- 
tors at the medical center in Ljubljana said he 
bad entered the state of shock Tuesday night 
after a relapse during the afternoon. 

The bulletin also said that the president,

The men sentenced to prison terms were 
included among the 1 3 officials of the ousted 
regime of the late President William R. Tol- 
bert who were tied to beachfront wooden 
posts and shot to death Tuesday amid the 
cheers of thousands of onlookers.

RIYADH, April 23 (Agencies) — King 
Khaled Wednesday received a message from 
South Yemen’s new president Ali Nasser 
Muhammad. 

The message was delivered ro the King by 
the country’s Deputy Foreign Minister Ando 
Ali Abdul Rahman. 

Crown Prince Fahd, Minister of Defense 
and Aviation Prince Sultan and Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud Al-Faisal attended the 
meeting with the emissary. 

He was received upon arrival by Deputy 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Abdul Aziz Al- 
Tbanayan. 

Prince Fahd Tuesday reiterated that the 
Kingdom is against the establishment of any 
axis of power or alliances and any interfer- 
ence in the internal affairs of other states. 

Prince Fahd, who was addressing a meeting 
of the Council of Ministers Tuesday night, 
also stated the Kingdom was anxious for the 
preservation of stability in the Gulf and the 
Arabian Peninsula regions as wefl as the rest 
of the world. 

“ Unfortunately the area is being sub- 
jected to several instigations and aggressive 
interventions which have no justification 
whatever," the Crown Prince said. . 

Abdul Rahman who visited Kuwait Tues- 
day told reporters he bad explained to Sheikh 
Jaber A1 Ahmed A1 Sabah the truth of what 
had happened m South Yemen in order to 
counter press rumors about the events. 

He said former president Abdul Fattah 
Ismail bad resigned because of ill health and 
added that his country’s internal and externa] 
policies would continue unchanged. 

Abdul Rahman said South Yemen was 
open to anyone wishing to visit it and added 
Ismail was ready to meet anyone who wanted 
to see him. 

Other South Yemen envoys are touring 
North Yemen, Syria and Lebanon on similar 
missions. 

The Iraqi News Agency said Iraq’ s Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein bad sent a telegram of 
congratulations to Nasser Muhammad, mak- 
ing the first public level contact between the 
two countries. 

Congratulations also came from Kuwaiti 
foreign minister. Sheikh Sabah A1 Ahmed 
AI- Sabah and the Soviet Union. 

Soviet President Leonid L Brezhnev said 
“The Soviet Union will, as before, invariably 
side with the friendly South Yemeni people in 
their struggle to defend the gains of the 
revolution, national independence and 
sovereignty, for social progress, against 
designs of imperialism and reaction," Tass 
quoted Brezhnev as saying. 

Earlier Tuesday President Ali Nasser 
Muhammad committed his country to con- 
tinue its alliance with the Soviet Union in his 
first public speech since be replaced Abdul 
Fattah Ismail on Sunday. 

In the speech, broadcast by Radio Aden, 
Muhammad praised the 20-year friendship 
treaty with the Soviet- Union signed by Ismail 
last year as “the symbol of the extent to which 
friendship and cooperation between Democ- 
ratic Yemen and the- Soviet Union has 
developed and grown." 

Mzali appointed 
Tunisia premier 

LOUNIS, Tunisia, April 23 ( AP) — Presi- 
dent Habib Bouiguiba Wednesday named 
veteran civil servant Muhammad Mzali as 
prime minister of Tunisia, replacing Hedi 
Noirira who has been ailing since suffering a 
cerebral hemorrhage two months ago. 

Mzali, 55, a Conner teacher and long-time 
politician, has been in charge of coordinating 
day-to-day govenment activities in Tunisia 
since March 1. 

The announcement, though not unex- 
pected, tended to confirm reports that Nouiia 
needs several more months of convalescence 
and therapy. He was partially paralyzed by 
the stroke suffered Feb. 25 and underwent 
several weeks of medical treatment in 
France. 

Nile water gushes 
into Sinai desert 

CAIRO, April 23 (AP) — NUe water 
gushed into the Sinai peninsula for the first 
time ever Tuesday linking the desert to the 
Egyptian mainland and signaling the begin- 
ning of agricultural and industrial coopera- 
tion with Egypt’s former enemy, Israeli. 

The Cairo press said six pipelines with a 
daily capacity of 1.3 million cubic meters 
each poured the first Nile River waters that 
will be used to irrigate 30,000 acres. 

The pipelines are situated within a$75 mil- 
lion tunnel that passes beneath the Suez 
Canal at a maximum depth of 51 meters. The 
1.7 mile tunnel is a two lane road crossing 
driven under the waterway 17 km north of 
Suez City. 

Apart from water and traffic, the tunnel 
also carries electricity lines for agricultural 
and industrial projects planned for the Sinai. 
U can also cany tanks and other military veh- 
icles. 


Craig asked to leave 


RIYADH, April 23 (Agencies) — The 
government Wednesday announced a delay 
in the accreditation of its new ambassador to 
London as a protest over the screening of the 
Death of a Pnpcess . on British television and 
advised the British ambassador to leave the 
Kingdom. 

A statement by Information Minister Dr. 
Muhammad Abdo Yamani said the decision 
was reached during Tuesday’s Council of 
Ministers meeting “due to the negative stand 
of the British government concerning the 
television film." 

Yamani added the council is also “giving 
serious consideration to the economic rela- 
tions between the Kingdom and Britain, par- 
ticularly with regard to the work of British 
companies in Saudi Arabia," the minister 
said. 

British companies are engaged in several 
multi-million dollar projects in the Kingdom. 

Dr. YamanFs announcement came after 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud al Faisal met 
with British Ambassador James Craig, an 
Arabic expert who speaks the language 


fluently and had interrupted a leave to fly 
back to Saudi Arabia after the row erupted 
April 9. 

The British government apologised to 
Saudi Arabia about the screening of the film, 
but stated it had no power to stop it. 

The Saudi government condemned the 
film as a deliberate attempt to distort the 
Quranic law, an aggression on Arab and 
Islamic values and tradiuons...and an attempt 
to offend the feeling of the Saudi people,” the 
Saudi Press Agency said. 

The cabinet has therefore decided to tell its 
new ambassador to Britain to postpone pres- 
enting his credentials to the Queen, the 
agency reported. 

“That also means that of the presence of a 
British ambassador in Saudi Arabia is 
unnecessary for the time being," the agency 
said. 

The agency also said that the cabinet 
examined “carefully" the economic ties with 
Britain, especially the status of British com- 
panies operating here.

U.S. affirms confidence 
in Saudi Arabian govt.

WASHINGTON, April 23 — The Car- 
ter administration has issued a statement 
affirming its" complete confidence in the 
present leadership and government of 
Saudi Arabia" and praising the King- 
dom's efforts on behalf of the Saudi peo- 
ple and the region as a whole. 

The statement, issued Tuesday by the 
State Department, came in response to a 
front-page article last week in the New 
York Times , which focused on alleged cor- 
ruption in Saudi Arabia. 

The State Department said the Times 
article “ makes clear that the Saudi gov- 
ernment is on public record as being 
determined to regulate business prac- 
tices. ” 

The department stressed that “ allega- 
tions sourced to unidentified officials 


should not obscure the fundamental 
strength ” of the U.S.-Saudi relationship. 

“ We believe the Saudi leadership is 
serious about the subject in question. ’’ 
the State Department added. 

“ The important point, ” it said. “ is 
that this government has complete confi- 
dence in the present leadership and gov- 
ernment of Saudi Arabia and is impressed 
by leadership efforts to bring progress and 
well-being to the Saudi people and prom- 
ote peace and prosperity and stability in 
the region and beyond it. ” 

The State Department noted that the 
U.S., for its own part, was enforcing regu- 
lations dealing with unethical conduct by 
American business abroad. > ** *' 

“ We intend to keep working to streng- 
then our cooperation and relationship 
with the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, " it 
said.

The Saudi Arabian embassy in London 
regretted the deterioration of relations “us a 
result of the fierce and malicious campaign 

The statement expressed sincere hope for 
the restoration of relations on a “more solid 
and strong basis in light of our conviction of 
the paramount importance of the mutual 
interests which bind the two countries and the 
long-standing friendship between their two 
peoples." 

Naji Sadiq Mufti, Saudi Arabian charge 
d'affaires in London, blamed the worsening 
of relations with Britain on "the fierce and 
malicious campaign” against his country by 
British media. 

Mufti said “The campaign is aimed at 
attacking the Islamic law and the values and 
traditions of the Saudi Arabian people.” His 
own people, in contrast. Mufti said, always 
had displayed “great respect and regard” for 
the values and traditions of the British. 

A British embassy spokesman in Jeddah 
told Arab News Wednesday that he “very 
much regretted that this has happened." 
Robin Lamb said be hoped that normal rela- 
tions will be resumed soon. The spokesman 
said the embassy counsellor John Grey will 
act as charge cf affaires. But Lamb could not 
say when the ambassador win leave. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization 
representative Rafik Narsha also condemned 
the malicious campaign against Saudi Arabia. 

He said the campaign was the result of the 
Kingdom’s firm stand on the Palestine issue 
and other Arab causes. He urged a resolute 
stand against the hostile campaign. 

He added that ihe resolutions of the con- 
ference of Arab information ministers could 
provide an effective plan for a successful con- 
frontation of tbe campaign.

Israel seeks status for settlements 


JERUSALEM. April 23 (R) — A minis- 
terial revolt in Israel's coalition government 
forced Prime Minister Mena hem Begin to 
postpone a special committee meeting Wed- 
nesday on a controversial proposal to alter 
the legal status of Jewish settlements in the 
occupied Arab territories, political sources 
said. 

All three ministers representing tbe 
Democratic Front, headed by Deputy Prime 
Minister Yigael Yadin, as well as two of the 
four liberal party ministers, threatened to 
walk out of the cabinet session if it were held, 
tbe sources told Reuters. 

The five rebellious ministers have often 
opposed tbe more militant views of Begin on 
the Palestinian questions and have also 
threatened to resign and bring down the gov- 
ernment. 

Somali U gets SR35m 

MOGADISHU, April 23 (SPA) — Saudi 
Arabia Wednesday granted Somalia a loan of 
5R35.3 million, it was announced here. 

The Saudi Development Fund has made 
the loan to influence tbe National University 
of Somalia. 

Tbe total cost of the university project will 
amount to$25.8 million. With this total loans 
provided to Somalia by the Saudi Develop- 
ment Fund amounting to SR289.3 million. 
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Begin finally agreed to put off the proposal 
until the regular cabinet meeting, probably in 
another 10 days, the sources reported. 

Begin had scheduled Wednesday's meet- 
ing under pressure from cabinet hardliners, 
led by the agriculture minister, who wants 
legal safeguards for existing and future Jew- 
ish settlements in the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza strip. 

Israelis develop 
powerful missile 

TEL AVIV, April 23 (Agencies) — Israel 
has developed a ground to-ground 
intermediate-range missile of “tremendous 
fire power 7 ’ for an unspecified NATO coun- 
try, deputy Defense Minister Mordechai 
Enppori said. 

The missile is tank-mounted, Enppori told 
a press conference, but gave no further 
details while announcing that Israel's arms 
exports for 1979 totalled $ 600 million, and 
forecasts for 1980 indicated this would rise to 
one billion dollars. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Defense Minister Ezer 
Weizman left here Wednesday for Washing- 
ton to discuss tbe possibility of building U.S. 
jet engines in Israel for tbe planned new 
Israeli fighter plane tbe " La vie" (Lion). 


PLO calls plan 
replacement 
for Camp David 

THE HAGUE. April 23 (R) — The leader 
of a delegation representing a Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization (PLC)) peace plan for 
the Middle East said the proposals were 
intended to replace the Camp David accords. 

Khaled Hassan, head of the foreign affairs 
committee of the Palestine National Council, 
the Palestine parliament in exile. Tuesday 
said the plan included Israeli withdrawal 
from all territory occupied in the 1967 war.

He served as director of 
department of personnel at the ministry of 
interior and deputy director of the fifth 
section of the Kiiomintang Central Com- 


mittee from 1967 to 1969. Later he 
became director of social affairs of the 
Taiwan Provincial government until 1972. 

At present be is also a member of the 
Central Committee of the Kuomintang 
.and a member of its Central Standing 
Committee. He is the aothor of two books 
on Social Welfare. 

In a related event, a 12- member Chin- 
ese University student goodwill mission 
led by Bao You-yu, director of the Bureau 
of International Cultural and Educational 
Relations, is scheduled to arrive here 
Thursday for a weeklong visit. 

The mission made up of university stu- 
dents and leaders of student associations 
comes at the invitation of the Saudi minis- 
try of Higher Education under an agree- 
ment on cultural cooperation between the 
two countries. 

In addition to meet with officials of the 
Ministry of Higher Education, the mission 
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will make a tour of several universities in 
various parts of the Kingdom and hold 
discussions with professors and students. 

The mission, which comes at a time of 
rapidly growing cultural and educational 
ties between the two countries, will be the 
second Chinese youth group to visit the 
Kingdom within two months. Another 
mission visited here in February at the 
invitation of the Saudi Youth Welfare 
Council.

“By and large the 100 million Muslims in 
India are alright,’ ’ be said “but Hindu Muslim 
relations are not quite satisfactory and we 
would like to see more communal harmony 
prevail in our country.” 

The league is a political party that has five 
members in parliament. Altogether there are 
50 Muslim members in the Indian parliament 
of 525. 

He said most Muslim adults in the country 
voted for Mrs. Gandhi's Congress party dur- 
ing the last national elections because they 
believed she would give the Muslims a better 
deal than the Janata party, which included 
some Hindu fanatics.

in Turkey 


ANKARA, April 23 (Agencies) — At 
least 20 persons were killed in scattered polit- 
ical violence throughout Turkey Tuesday — 
one of the worst daily tolls for years, police 
reported. 

Authorities enforced a dusk-ro-dawn cur- 
few in Tarsus, southern Turkey, Wednesday 
after shooting between security forces and 
leftist elements left eight persons killed. 

reports reaching Istanbul said. 

Five other persons were reported in serious 
condition following sporadic dashes late 
Tuesday. 

Reports said the shooting was triggered by 
a demonstration called to protest frequent 
traffic accidents on a major highway along 
the Mediterranean coast. 

When policemen tried to disperse the 
demonstrators gunmen believed to be leftist 
extremists unleashed a barrage of gunfire kil- 
ling eight persons in the shootout, reports 
said. 

Governor Fahri Ozturk appealed for fresh 
forces from a nearby province and marines at 
a naval base were put on alert in antidpation 
of further politically motivated troubles. 

Tarsus is not covered by martial law which 
is in effect in 20 provinces out of 67. 

Four persons were kifled in two separate 
inddents — one apparently in revenge for the 
other — in the southeastern town of Siverek. 
The victims were two members of the youth 
branch of the ruling right-wing Justice Party 
while the political views of the other two vic- 
tims were not clear, police said. 

In the southeastern town of Biredk three 
persons died when rightists strafed a cafe with 
machine gun fire, police said. 

Two persons were shot dead for political 
motives in Istanbul, one in Ankara, one in 
Gaziantep and one in Tokat, they added. 

According to press reports, 1,430 people 
have died in political inddents in Turkey in 
(he past five months, including 27 soldiers 
and 45 policemen. 

Most of the victims have been students or 
workers picked out as targets by well-armed 
underground leftist or rightist gangs. The 
death of a student or worker known for his 
political views has usually been followed by a 
revenge killing by militants of that side. 

In addition to the left-right vendetta kil- 
lings, many of the attacks in southeastern 
Turkey are believed to have been carried out 
by guerrillas of the Kurdish minority. 

Attacks in southeastern Turkey are usually 
portrayed by police and most of the press as 
general political violence, tribal vendettas or 
attacks by bandits.

300 Irish troops join UNIFIL 


TEL AVIV, April 23 ( AP) — Israel hiked 
the cost of gasoline to more than $3 a gallon 
Tuesday, a dramatic indication of the nation’s 
problems in paying for imported oil. 

The 36 per cent increase, bringing the price 
to $3.05 per gallon, was announced just 
before midnight to minimize the last-minute 
surge of motorists filling up at the old price. 
But in what has become a ritual every few 
months, hundreds of Israelis heard the news 
on radio or Television and rushed out to buy 
gasoline for the last time at a mere $2.25 a 
gallon. 

Similar hikes were announced for other 
fuels, which were certain to set off a new wave 
of inflation throughout the economy. The 
energy ministry had urged the hike for two 
months, but treasury officials battling Israel's 
triple-digit inflation delayed the action. 

Another hefty increase is expected by 
summer as the value of the Israeli shekel 
continues to decline. 

“We didn't have to raise the price. Wc 
don't want to spur inflation,'' Energy Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Modai said. But he maintained

Coffee 
will grow here, never suffering from the frost 
that has hit southern Brazil repeatedly, send- 
ing the world's coffee market prices rocket- 
ing, and native cocoa trees win grow so fast 
that within 10 years Roodonia’s output will 
be exceeded in Brazil only by that of Bahia 
state.' 

CapL Sylvio Goncalvcs de Faria, 56, a key 
figure in the transformation, rejects the pes- 
simistic view of ecological damage, though be 
admits mistake s were made In the early years 
when peasant formers grew nothing but the 
crops they had always grown in more temper- 
ate climates. 

“People are not clearing their land to burn 
the wood or to sell it,” he said. “They are 
clearing the land to (riant. And now we are 


stimulating the planting of trees that are 
native here, snch as rubber and cocoa, which 
win give the natural protection to the soil.” 

Sylvio knows Rondonia as wen as anyone, 
and he has walked through a lot of it. He 
came to the northwest frontier 30 yean ago 
as a sergeant- topographer in the Brazilian 
army to help mark: out the frontier with 
Bolivia, Paraguay and Colombia. 

He spent years isolated in the forest and, in 
one period, be and his men cut their way 
through 250 miles (400 kins) of thick jungle. 

In 1955, as an army lieutenant, he began 
working with the Brazilian air force, building 
landing strips and airfields. In 12 years, 
traveling by jungle trails he had cut or by 
canoe on Amazonian rivers, be built 17 air- 
fields in the west and northwest of Brazil. For 
the 25 years of his marriage be has seen little 
of his wife or three children, who live 2,500 
miles (4,000 kins) away in Rio de Janeiro. 

“We wanted to plan and control it, to avoid 
the chaos over land that exists today in Mato 
Grosso,” Sylvio said. “But fint we had to 
survey it to know what we had and we had to 
examine all the land titles.” 

(In Mato Grosso there are so many land 
claimants that lawyers say that for all of them 
to be legal, the state would have to be three 
times the size). 

But die re were not enough topographers to 
go around, he and his colleagues from the 
army recruited ISO young men. 18-year-old 
and up, and opened a school of topography. 
Few of those young topographers are 
with Incra but dozens of them are st: 
Rondonia and Acre, working for private 
firms, often their own, doing contract work 
for Incra. 

“Tbe only inhabitants of this land were 
Indians but there were relatively few in such a 
huge territory” Sylvio said. “Adventurers 
had come in, making wild claims. It was usu- 
ally a case of those with tbe most men and 
guns banging onto the biggest chunks. 

“When we opened our legal office, we 
were inundated with claims. There were 24 
million hectares of land in Rondonia and 
there were claims on 20 million. 

So for, teams of lawyers have examined the 
ownership of 14 million hectares and regis- 
tered 2 minio n hectares to private owners. 
Twelve million hectares now belong to 
Brazil, including 4 million hectares set aside 
for tbe Indians. 

As the lawyers cleared up land ownership, 
Incra prepared to bring in settlers. It drew up 
a five-year scheme to handle 1 ,000 families a 
year. 

But with tbe road open and buses pounding 
up tbe pot-holed highway from the south and 
central parts of Brazil, the settlers came in 
waves that overwhelmed the plans.

accusations of government inefficiency and 
settlers’ charges of bureaucratic bungling and 

corruption. 

But Incra has some excuse. Instead of the 
5,000 families expected, Incra now has set- 
tled more than 20,000 families in Rondonia 
and it is estimated that another 5,000 families 
have “invaded" land adjacent to Incra set- 
tlements. 

Many people living in Rondonia say the 
number of “spontaneous settlers,” as Incra 
calls them, is really much larger than Incra 
estimates. 

There are charges in Rondonia and also 
Amazons and Para, two other Amazonian 
states where Incra has big settlements along 
the TransAmazonica Highway, that it neg- 
lects its responsibilites, abandoning settlers 
in remote areas without doctors, or without 
even simple dirt roads to get in and out of 
their settlements. 

Tbe original settlement plan was to sell 
each family 100 hectares (250 acres) of land 
for about $500, to be paid off in 10 years. 
Years later, the price has gone up a bit for the 
same size piece of laud because of the cost of 
marking it out, but it is still well under $1,000 
for 100 hectares, paid over 10 years. 

What has provoked tbe boom as much as 
the opening up of the roads and cheap land is 
the generous credit the Brazilian government 
offers to formers who make good of the land. 
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Riode Janeiro

OIL SUPPLY SECURITY 

It is no exaggeration to say that the question of the oil 
supplies is hi the heart of most of the crises now threatening 
the pcL-ce n'the world. The West has long recognized that the 
security o: its oil supplies is a matter of life and death. And the 
signs are that the Soviet Union, which has for long been 
self-sufficient, is about to stake its claim to a share, and back it 
with all the force at its disposal. To some observers at least, the 
question is no longer whether the Soviets will intervene to 
effect this, but simply when. 

All this ought to be of the gravest and most pressing concern 
to the oil producers concerned. The Gulf area especially has to 
prepare itself to the challenging times ahead; and its fate is by 
all means its sole concern, but that of the Arab nation as a 
whole. But little of this can be discerned at present, beyond 
official assurances that the countries of the Gulf can stand on 
their own feet; that they and nobody else are best guarantors 
of their security. 

This is all very wcH if the morale of these countries, their 
sense of naiir-al dignity and self-sufficiency, were the sole 
concern. But, important as this is, far more practical consider- 
ation ought to be faced. Events are moving too fast, and a 
correct policy is one which anticipates them rather than reacts 
to them after they happen. A joint policy of internal and 
external security has to be worked out beforehand. 

Such a policy cannot be devised on the spur of the moment 
to meet eventualities as they arise. 

The question of the security of the Gulf has three dimen- 
sions. The first is the relation to the superpowers, where both 
have to be made to understand that direct intervention in Gulf 
affairs, and for whatever reason, will never be-tolerated; and 
that it is interventionism and not its opposite which will 
threaten the flow of oil. The point will gain credibility only 
when a viable defense policy is actually hammered out. 

And this involves the second, or Arab dimension. For the 
security of the Gulf is pan and parcel of the security of the 
Arab world at large, the Gulf being a vital area to the Arab 
nation, of which the people of the Gulf are an integral part. 

The third dimension is an internal one. The Gulf states have 
to strengthen the internal front politically and economically. 
The military aspect of the defense of the Gulf is only a function 
of the internal stability of its states, and the extent to which its 
peoples feel immediately involved in its destiny.

WASHINGTON — 

On Tuesday, Feb. 1 9, Rupert Murdoch, the ebul- 
lient proprietor of newspapers in Great Britain, the 
United States and his native Australia, Dew to 
Washington DC for a morning meeting with senior 
officials of the Import- Export Bank. He then strol- 
led across Lafayette Square to share a quiet lunc- 
htime hamburger with the president of the United 
States. 

Three days later, on Feb. 22, Murdoch’s mass- 
rircuJation daily tabloid, the New York Post, 
endorsed President Carter's renomination and 
urged its reader? to vote for Mm in the New York 
primary. 77 : prc.-’-Jcnt, said the paper, was “a fas: 
learner ’ . with "a renewed appreciation for the fun- 
damental American values.” 

Less than a week after that, on Feb. 28, the 
Import- Export Bank gave hurried preliminary 
approval for a S 290 million loan to Murdoch for the 
purchase of 21 Boeing aircraft, at the eyebrow- 
raising interest rate of a mere 8 per cent. 

Much good did Murdoch's endorsement do the 
president, who subsequently lost the New York 
primary to Senator Edward Kennedy by an unex- 
pectedly wide margin. Much more good, it is now 
being suggested, did his lunch with the president do 
Murdoch. The chairman of the Import-Export 
Bank, a presidential appointee, is an old Georgia 
friend of Carter's by the name of John L. Moore Jr. 

The breathless sequence of lunch, endorsement 
and federal loan was dismissed by the White House 
last week as purely coincidental. “Yes”, Murdoch 
told me from Ms Sydney headquarters, “it was a 
coincidence, a most unfortunate one.” So unfortu- 
nate. in the eyes of the Senate Banking Committee, 
that a congressional investigation into the matter is - 
now under way. 

A letter to Moore from the committee’s chair- 
man, Senator William Proxmire, co-agned by 
Senator Adlai Stevenson, chairman of its subcom- 
mittee on international finance, says that the coin- 
cidence “gives an appearance of impropriety, and 
leaves the impression that a key government agency 
has been politicized to further the president’s 
reelection.” 

The plot thickened last week when bank docu- 
ments, subpoenaed by the committee, showed 
internal dissent about the loan. “This approach frit- 
ters away bank resources,” wrote a senior Treasury 
official, John D. Lange, in a confidential memoran- 
dum. The interest • rate, he argued, “should be 
around 9.25 per cent.” 

Murdoch continued to protest his innocence of 
any impropriety. He 1 had been due to lunch with the 
president last December, he said, but had canceled ' 
to fly to Australia on business, to gain a controllings 
interest in Ansett Airlines. The lunch was 
rescheduled for February, so he arranged to meet 
the Import-Export Bank people the same day. 

“I did not tell the bank officials I was lunching 
with the president, nor did I discuss the loan over 
junch.” lire conversation, he said, ranged over fore- 
ign policy matters and “private family chit-chat.” It 
was the kind of lunch presidents often set up with 
newspaper proprietors in election years. “ Carter is 
extremely good in these one-on-one discussions, 
but I had a much more entertaining lunch with 
Margaret Thatcher the same week.” 

Back in Australia, there were mutte rings from 
the prime minister's office. Malcolm Fraser had 
been in Washington shortly before the Carter- 
Murdocfa lunch, but had been granted rather less of 
thejyresident’s time. 

Much of the controversy surrounding the loan 
hinges on the speed with which it was granted — 
nine days, compared with an average three-week 


deliberation by the bank, a government agency 
which promotes U.S. exports by arranging federal 
financing. 

In another bank document made public by the 
Senate Committee, one loan officer complained 
tha t- he had only 24 hours to get the offer together, 
and that “the negotiating tactics of Boeing and 
Ansett should make us very wary of this deal.” 

What had happened was that on Feb. 24. five 
days after Murdoch's visit to Washington, Moore 
had received a telephone call from the U.S. ambas- 
sador to Australia, Philip Alston Jr. urging that the 
loan application be considered with all speed. Als- 
ton. another presidential appoiaiee. knew the bank 
chairman well: he and Moore been partners in 
an A tlan ta law firm before both bad received the 
summons from the newly elected president in 1977. 

The Murdoch airline, Alston explained, had an 
option to buy the European A300 Airbus, with 
French financing, instead of the American Boeings. 
The option would expire on March 1, so the U-S. 
bankfo5er had to be made within a matter of days. 
Moore (who already knew all this) reassured his old 


friend that he would use his best endeavors. 

At a meeting two days later of the bank' s board of 
directors (three of them Democrats and two Repub- 
licans) concern was expressed about the generous 
terms of the loan, especially in view of the recent 
rapid climb in interest rates. Further reservations 
were expressed next day by Treasury officials who 
had examined the bank’s proposals. 

The Treasury people were comparing the U.S. 
offer with the French, which gave Murdoch a choice 
between a multicurrency loan at 7.95 per cent, and 
a U.S. dollar loan at 9.25 per cent. One of them 
concluded: “We coukl have offered 9 per cent and 
still have been under the Airbus offer.” 

Moore replied that he had to undercut the 
French, or Boeing would lose an important sale. On 
Feb. 28, the day before the deadline, the bank's 
board approved the $290 million loan at rates 
averaging 8.1 per cent — less than Murdoch had 
originally asked for. but enough to persuade him to 
proceed with the purchase of 21 Boeing aircraft, 
including five wide-bodied 767s. 

The Senate Banking Committee, in whose hands 


the matter now rests, was reminded Iasi week that in 
1976-7. between Car ref selection and Ms iftaugua- 
ration, Moore headed the Carter Ethics Commit- 
tee, which cleared Bert Lance of any past financial 
irregularities. Lance, another Georgian friend of 
Carter, subsequently had to resign as federal budget 
director, and is now on trial in Atlanta on charges of 
banking malpractice. 

Murdoch conceded last week that it was 
“thoughtless'' of him tn have arranged the two 
meetings on the same day. while maintaining that 
he had “nothing to hide.” In Washington, the affair 
has simply added to the growing list of federal 
grants to primary states, strategic presidential 
appointments, go* -eminent literature _x tolling the 
present administration's record, and other ways in 
which Carter is proving himself a master of the art 
of incumbency in election year. 

Australians will soon, it seems, be criss- crossing 
their country in Boeing aircraft purchased by Mur- 
doch with tile assistance of the American taxpayer. 
Unless, that is. he heeds the advice of the New York 
Times columnist William Satire, who recently urged 
him to reject the American loan. (OFNS) 


Chemical arms race feared

LONDON - 

A new twist to the arms race is threatened as a 
result of a decision by NATO to consider equipping 
its troops with chemical weapons. 

The superpowers have been working toward an 
outright ban on chemical warfare, and there are two 
reasons for NATO's about-torn. 

First there is the dear evidence that the Russians 
have large stocks of chemical weapons and consider 
their use an integral part of their battle plans. 

Second, and less convincing, there are reports 
that Soviet troops have been using chemical 
weapons, particularly, nerve gas, in Afghanistan. 
These reports derive from rebel sources and have 
not been substantiated by medical evidence. 

What is indisputable is that the Soviet Union has 
between 80.000 and 100,000 specialist chemical 
troops, commanded since 1970 by LL-Gen. (tech- 
nical troops) VJC. Pikolov. 

Their responsibilities indude reconnaissance, 
identification of targets for Soviet chemical strikes 
and of enemy chemical warfare rites, flame- 
throwing, smoke generating, and decootaraination. 


A leading specialist on the Soviet armed forces. 
Professor John Erickson, director of defense 
Studies at Scotland's Edinburgh University, esti- 
mates that as much as 50 per cent of all ammunition 
for missiles and bombs stockpiled by the Warsaw 
Pact forces in Eastern Europe is chemical. 

Most of these chemical .weapons are nerve gases 
of three typ«: ; Tabun, the earliest form of nerve 
gas, originally produced in Germany before Worid 
War II: soman, a later more toxic substance, of 
which one milligram is lethal if inhaled; and the 
modem VR-55, similar to agents developed in the 
United States and at the Porton Defense Research 
Establ ishm ent in Britain before this type of 
research was halted 

The latter makes gas masks alone useless as a 
d e f ense. Soldiers and civiliaas attacked by “V” 
agent gas would survive only if completely covered 
with protective dothing. 

AD three types of gas kDL Their action prevents 
musdes from relaxing, canring spasms, vomiting, 
convulsions, coma and death. 

The Russians also have stocks of hydrogen 
cyanide, a highly toxic Mood agent which is lethal 


for only a few minutes. Delivered by rockets or by 
aerial spray it would kill enemy sokhers before 
allowing their equipment and installations to be 
taken over quickly by the attackers. 

The Warsaw Pact armies undertake frequent and 
prolonged exercises in contaminated environments 
on around l.tXKJ ranges, using diluted nitrogen- 
mustard thinned to produce minor blisters on 
troops caught without their protective dothing. 

NATO has retained small quantities of old nerve 
gas. but has recently confined its research in this 
field to defensive techniques. 

For the past two years NATO military and air 
bases have been carrying out regular exercises 
a g ai n st chemical warfare attacks. Two weeks ago I 
happened to be at the U.S. Air Force base at Ramv 
tein, south of Frankfurt, when such an exercise totik 
place. 

When the alarm sounded office staff sained to 
shelters, and for several hours the camp took on a 
science fiction aspect as troops in masks and protec- 
tive dothing reloaded aircraft with bombs and mis- 
siles. —ADEN'S) 


After Reagan took office

NEW YORK - 

In view of the outcome of numerous primary 
elections. Western foreign policy pandits must 
inevitably start thinking the unthinkable: Wit hin 
months. Ronald Reagan may be president. 

Elsewhere, equally conservative politicians are 
staking claims to -top leadership 'positions. It has 
already happened in Britain, where Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher commands a solid Tory major- 
ity in the House of Commons. Ini West Germany, 
Franz- Josef Strauss is given a fighting chance to 
unseat Chancellor Helmut Schmidt in elections this 
fall. Then, in December, Japan's Masayoshi Ohira 
risks losing his post as prime minister to Yasuhiro 
Nakasone. 

AD are virtual newcomers to the games nations 
play. Further, all are on the hawkish, rigbt-of- 
center wing of their respective conservative parties. 
For both these reasons, they have traditionally hor- 
rified (and been horrified by) the West's foreign 
policy establishment. Each has 'a penchant for 


strong leadership — and the danger exists that by 
dint of inexperience, bluster or malice they might, 
singly or collectively, get the West into more trou- 
ble than it is in already. 

Are men like Reagan. Strauss and Nakasone 
condemned to repeat the mistakes of the newcomer 
of '76. Jimmy Carter? 

On the evidence of Mrs. Thatcher’s performance 
so far, that need not be the case. The prime minister 
came to office last May sporting credentials that 
were every bit as hawkish as Reagan’s are now. Yet 
she has proved tough but not uncompromising. 
Gambling on new peace talks to end til e Rhodesian 
civil war, Thatcher confounded many of her own 
supporters- The gamble has paid off, and Robert 
Mugabe’s election represents a stunning tribute to 
her instinct for realp olifik — as weD as her willing- 
ness to delegate principal responsibility in foreign 
affairs to a forceful, experienced foreign secretary. 
Lord Carrington. 

The dear and- present danger is that Reagan as 
president would! emulate Carter rather than Mrs. 


Thatcher. Advisers with Reagan on the campaign 
trail talk of plans to bring in “new faces ” but their 
roster of candidates for top administration jobs runs 
more to tite tired faces of second- ranked officials 
from past Republican campaigns. In fact, there is no 
Lord Carrington among them. As a result, the 
hawks and superhawks m the Reagan entourage 
could weQ end up as the Cyrus Vances. Zbigniew 
Bizerinskis and Andrew Youngs of a Reagan 
administration — that is, pulling in separate direc- 
tions. By meting out duties to several competing 
advisers as Outer did, the final arbiter would by 
definition be the least experienced in the conduct of 
foreign policy: Reagan himself. 

There is no evidence that he favors this sort of 
patchwork approach to foreign policy but the men 
around him do. Fortunately, there is still time. As 
rival Republican candidates drop out of tin rare, 
Reagan may pick up some of their top advisers. One 
or another of the candidates themselves might 
make a good take- charge secretary of state: George 
Bush leaps to mind. (NYT) 


saudi press review 


Most newspapers Wednesday 
led with Tuesday's Council of 
Ministers meeting. At the meeting 
Crown Prince Fahd declared that 
Saudi Arabia does not believe in 
the policy of pacts and alliances 
and rejects aggressive interven- 
tions. The council reviewed the 
political situation in the Gulf and 

the peninsular region it was 
reported. Other newspapers ran 
lead stories on political develop- 
ments in South Yemen and ” sec- 
ret” meetings in Aden to discuss 
the situation under the chairman- 
ship of the new president Ali Nas- 
ser Muhammad. 

Aljtdrah frontpaged a Kuwaiti 
Foreign Ministry spokesman’s 
reaffirmation that Saudi Arabia is 
making political and diplomatic 
efforts to realize a high degree of 
coordination among the Gulf 
states. The European states’ sanc- 
tions against Iran were promi- 
nently covered on the front page 
of Al Riyadh. A! Medina front- 


paged Washington's denial of 
press allegations that amis sales to 
Saudi Arabia had been post- 
poned. Al Medina also gave 
front-page coverage to Sweden's 
reported purchase of the screen- 
ing rights to Death of a Princess to 
avoid auy offense to Islam or 
Saudi Arabia. 

In a big front-page story, Al 
Bilad reported that the pet- 
rochemicals industry in Jubail will 
cost$ 1.1 billion and will be set up 
jointly by the Saudi Arabian Basic 
Industries Corporation (SABIQ 
and Exxon of the United States. 
Crown Prince Fahcf s donation of 
1 miDion rupees to India’s Islamic 
University of Deoband on its 
centenary got front-page play in 
the newspapers. 

Newspaper editorials con-, 
cemed themselves with the Israeli 
assault on South Lebanon, and 
with the defamatory attitude 
toward Islam held by Britain and 


other European states. In an 
editorial, Al Riyadh said Israel will 
not stop its histrionics so long as it 
continues to get support and 
appreciation from the West, 
mainly from the United States. 
The paper said that the conspiracy 
will continue against Arab and 
other states which support free- 
dom and justice. 

Al Bilad urged the international 
community to resist aggression, 
especially in South Lebanon. 
Whether it is Lebanon or 
Afghanistan or Eritrea, aggres- 
sion threatens international peace 
and goes against international 
norms and principles, the paper 
said. It said that the inactivity of 
the world community will con- 
tinue to encourage the Zionists to 
work against Lebanon’s indepen- 
dence, security and stability. The 
deadlock in the U.N. Security 
Council debate on South Lebanon 
indicates that the world body has 
capitulated to some forces which 


think of the worid as a club house 
to suit their tastes, said the paper. 

Concentrating on Britain’s 
attitude toward Islam, Al MetGna 
said it was only an excuse that Bri- 
tain cannot do anything to stop the 
Zionist activities against Islam and 
Saudi Arabia because of the free- 
dom of press in that country. The 
Scandinavian countries have more 
press freedom than Britain, as 
does France but the countries 
understand the positive role of its 
press and therefore banned the 
Death of a Princess, said the paper. 

The paper expressed appreciation 
of the stances of these European 
states and said that Britain has 
proved its ill-will toward the 
Arabs. 

Dealing. with the political situa- 
tion in the Gul fAJJarirah said the 
threats now facing the region can- 
not be isolated from the develop- 
ment of the Middle East crisis.

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Arab scenes by Englishmen 
bring high price in London

LONDON — Paintings of Arab sub- 
jects by British artists have recently been 
fetching high prices at auctions on the 
London art market Scenes of places and 
inhabitants in Middle Eastern countries, 
Turkey and North Africa as seen through 
the eyes of Victorian artists and painted in 
ofls and watencolors have been appearing 
with greater frequency in the last few 
years in the salerooms of Christie's and 
Sotheby's. 

Last week, for example, a picture of the 
Bezestein Bazaar of El Khan KhalU in 
Cairo, painted in 1872 by John Frederick 
Lewis, wassold at Sotheby's in Beigrarva in 
a controversial sale of “Highly Important 
Pictures” for £80,000. The sale is part of 
an upsurge of interest in Victorian paint- 
ings in general, and tbe top price that 
evening was £145,000 fora painting of the 
Colosseum in Rome by Sir Lawrence 
Alma-Tadema — five times the last 
record price for that artist. 

The work of John Frederick Lewis is 
particularly rich in Oriental subjects. He 
lived in Cairo for ten years between 1841 
and 1851 in a beautiful Eastern house 
where, dressed in tbe costumes of a pasha, 
be lived tbe life of a “languid, lotus eatei”. 
He was determined to get the smallest 
details of Arab life right in his paintings 
and tbe Bezestein Bazaar reflects this; it 
shows a wealth of detail and color in the 
instruments of the musicians, the clothes 
of tbe listeners and the architecture of the 
bazaar. 

His paintings of such subjects have been 


increasing in value during the Iasi two or 
three years. In May last year, his oil of An 
Intercepted Correspondence, Cairo , was 
sold for £220,000 at Christie's — three 
times the price estimated before the sale, 
and an auction record for Lewis paintings. 

Lewis also traveled in Turkey, as did 
many other British artists of tbe time who 
depicted what they found there with great 
skill and imagination — but strictly from a 
Western viewpoint, Richard Dadd, for 
example, spent two years in the 1840s 
traveling both on horseback and by boat 
around tbe Eastern Mediterranean and 
through Turkey, Syria, Palestine, Jordan 
and Egypt. 

Despite coming across hazards such as 
those faced in Jericho when his little party 
suddenly found themselves surrounded by 
a band of armed Arab tribesmen. Tbe men 
galloped up out of the blue with wild ges- 
ticulations and brandishing spears led by a 
sheik “whose black grizzly beard would 
make capital brushes,” Dadd was still able 
to draw and paint some wonderful scenes 
such as the Corn Market in Beirut, the 
Tombs of the Caliphs in Cairo, a caravan at 
Mount Carmel and views of Bethlebem. 

Like the English sailor in a painting by 
Evan Hodgson (also sold at Sotheby’s last 
week) shown looking curiously at a group 
of Arabs seated at the door of a palace, 
Dadd was Far From Home on his travels in 
Asia Minor. But like so many other Vic- 
torian artists he found the landscape, the 
villages and the people to be “an 
emporium of artistic wealth.” That artistic 
wealth is now being transformed into a 
more monetary form on the London art 
market

PHILADELPHIA, April 23 (AP) — 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy won a narrow 
victory over President Jimmy Carter Wed- 
nesday in the Pennsylvania Democratic pres- 
idential primary, matching the upset scored 
by George Bush in his Republican duel with 
Ronald Reagan. 

Kennedy had claimed victory shortly 
before midnight and later amended his 
statement to say he was “ really quite 
optimistic. " 

With 34 per cent of the Democratic pre- 
cincts counted, Kennedy's edge was almost 
30,000 votes out of 1.2 million cast. Kennedy 
had 47 per cent of the vote to 45 per cent for 
Carter. 

At the White House. Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said that even with Pennsylvania, 
Kennedy would have to capture almost 70 


percent of the Democratic delegates yet to be 
chosen in order to overtake Carter. 

“ Tonight, it appears, we have a narrow 
victory, " Kennedy told cheering supporters 
shortly before midnight in Philadelphia. 

Bush beat Reagan 54 per cent to 45 per 
cent in the popular vote. Reagan, however, 
said he had won the majority of Pennsyl- 
vania’s nominating delegates, who were 
elected separately. 

Reagan said he now has, nr ” can reason- 
ably count on ” getting, 90 per cent of the 
delegates needed to win nomination. 

Before Tuesday’s primary, Reagan had 
411 Republican delegates to 9 for Bush. It 
takes 988 to win. 

u Even this meaningless race here, which 
does not affect any delegates, can’t change 
that,” said Reagan, campaigning in 


Lafayette, Indiana. Reagan said “ I can't 
think of a circumstance " under which Bush 
could overtake him. 

Robert Strauss, Carter’s national cam- 
paign chairman, said it would be “ no great 
victory ” for Kennedy to win narrowly. 

Strauss claimed Carter would capture 60 of 
the 77 Democratic delegates at stake Tues- 
day in party caucuses in Missouri. 

Kennedy said he was scoring “ a very 
strong victory” in Vermont’s Democratic 
caucuses. The delegate totals were not cer- 
tain in either caucus state. Pennsylvania was 
vital to Bush, the last Republican challenger 
to Reagan. 

Now campaigning in Texas, Bush told 
enthusiastic supporters there he will now 
“ shift gear ” into high speed. 


‘He cannot put together’ 

C aHer a ‘maze -dull’ leader, professor says

NEW YORK, April 23 (AP) — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter has a rational 
mind — analytical, logical and observant. 
But be has a defect too, and it is undermin- 
ing his capability as a leader. So says a 
student of leadership. 

It is a defect that is seldom offset by 
experience," said Professor Eugene Jen- 
nings, author of Anatomy of Leadership, a 
1960 study of leadership from the days of 
the ancient Romans to modern times. 

The professor, who spends much of his 
time counseling top executives of major 
U.S. corporations, calls rbe weakness 
“maze dullness, " a term he draws from 
laboratory i observations of rats in an 
experimental maze. It is characterized, he 
says, by a low level of intuition, in which 
lab animals show little ability to sense the 
route they are shocked. They fail to learn 
from experience. 

“Jimmy Carter can analyze and break 
problems into parts, and his conclusions 
follow logically from premises," said Jen- 
nings. “ But he lacks the ability to synthes- 
ize the parts into a creative solution. He 
can take apart, but he cannot put together 
in a new orientation.” 

Intuition is the missing ingredient, says 
the professor. 

Jennings maintains that "in business or 
government leaders the rational mind is 
challenged by the intuitive mind, enabling 
them to reach conclusions even with insuf- 
ficient facts. 

“The intuitive and rational minds con- 
stantly work against each other in a har- 
monious set of checks and balances," he 
states. “It is seen time after time in suc- 
cessful corporate executives." 

Those who have it, he says, can sense

their way toward solutions and feel confi- 
dent about their course. Their confidence 
is contagious. But those lacking intuition, 
he has observed, create among others a 
feeling that they are not masters of events. 
And for good reason, saysJennings,they 
are lost in a maze — their followers expect 
shocks. 

Intuition is untaught. It is the ability to 
trust senses, hunches, feelings, says Jen- 
nings. It is the basis of vision and creativ- 
ity. It is vital to an, he says, and more 
important to power than is logic. 


"The path to problems is strewn with 
rational managers,” the professor states. 
“Good managers are paid not to be 
rational but to be effective, which is to be 
masters of events and people. But this is 
increasingly incomprehensible to the logi- 
cal, rational mind devoid of intuition.” 

Whatever their admirable characteris- 
tics, he maintains that rational minds place 
insufficient priority on experience. 

“They believe in the power of logic to 
make them masters of their jobs. They 
decry experience. They do not accept the 
experience of others unless it matches 
theirs. They take advice poorly.” 

The logical mind devoid of intuition 
may have still another weakness, said Jen- 
nings. 

" One can be logical and not factual,” be 
observes, especially when he or she cannot 
check the premises. The lack of intuition 
makes such a person unable to know 
which facts to accept and which to dis- 
card." 

Such individuals, whether the rat in the 
maze or the executive seeking to run a 
complex operation, are sensed by others 
to be victims rather than masters of 
events, says Jennings. "They create uneas- 
iness." 

They do not, however, always get 
blamed, said Jennings, because those 
around them often cannot understand or 
accept the defect and so look elsewhere to 
explain their feelings that things are going 
poorly. 

When the foiling exists in top business 
executives, be said, their companies are 
always immersed in problems, always 
reacting to rather than directing events, 
always playing catch-up. 


NEW DELHI, April 23 (AP) — Demons- 
trators blockaded government offices and 
banks in the northeastern state of Assam 
Wednesday to protest the presence of alleged 
aliens. 

The United News of India reported from 
Gauhati, located 500 kilometers northeast of 
Calcutta, that thousands of Assamese protes- 
ters blocked off government institutions and 
demanded the deportation of alleged illegal 
immigrants from neighboring Bangladesh. 

Thousands have been arrested since the 
government cracked down last weekend on 
the agitators. Many were later freed. 

However, leaders of the powerful student 
union and politicians leading the movement 
remain in prison. 

No violence was reported in Wednesday’s 
demonstrations. 

UNI also reported that there was an "acute 
shortage” of petroleum products in Assam, 
rich in natural resources like ofl and tea. The 
fuel crisis follows the shutdown of an oil 
refinery in Gauhati and the state's major oil 
facility. 

Indian army troops moved into the main 
pipeline terminal last Saturday at Narangi 
□ear Gauhati after clearing hundreds of pick- 
ets. A curfew was also ordered in the area. 
However, no oil flowed because oil workers 
stayed off their jobs at the refinery and at 
Narangi. 

The oil employees stayed away from work 
to protest the arrests of the students. Since 
last December, pickets have blocked oil 
deliveries from Assam to other parts of the 
country. 


Under normal conditions. Assam produces 
nearly half of the total domestic oil produc- 
tion of 15 million metric tons. 

The news agency said that most gasoline 
stations in Gauhati have stopped selling 
gasoline. It quoted proprietors as saying that 
they were asked by officials to sell fuel only to 
police vehicles.

In a landmark ruling in 1 971, the Supreme 
Court said the victim of an unconstitutional 
search by federal agents could recover dam- 
ages in a lawsuit based directly on the fourth 
amendment — even though Congress had not 
provided a right to sue. 

Last year in a case involving former U.S. 
Congressman Otto Passman of Louisiana, 
the court extended that right to sue a gov- 
ernment official without Congress’ permis- 
sion to persons whose due process rights pro- 
tected by the fifth amendment were violated. 

By a 7-2 vote, the court Tuesday extended 
the 1971 and 1979 right- to- use decisions to 
the eighth amendmenf s protection against 
cruel and unusual punishment of federal 
prisoners.

MARIEL, Cuba, April 23 (AP) — Boats 
manned by Cuban exiles from Florida headed 
for the United States Tuesday with more than 
200 refugees from the Peruvian embassy in 
Havana aboard. 

Despite the w arning s of U.S. officials that 
the transfer was illegal, about 10 more boats 
were in the harbor at Mariel — about 20 
miles from Havana — planning to make the 
same trip.

The 10 boats were, to cany, more than 300 
refugees who” have been authorized to leave 
Cuban territory,” said a Havana radio 
broadcast monitored in Miami. 

The refugees would join 47 other refugees 
from the embassy who were taken by boat to 
Key West, Florida Monday. That group spent 


the night at an old naval base. Some left by 
bus Tuesday for processing by immigration 
officials. 

About 10,000 Cubans streamed into the 
Peruvian embassy about two weeks ago, seek- 
ing to leave the country. The United States 
has agreed to accept 3,500 of them and 
Cuban officials are considering a Costa Rican 
offer of asylum for the rest. So far, 692 have 
flown to Costa Rica.

CANBERRA, April 23 (WP) - The 
determination of President Carter and 
Australia’s Conservative Prime Minister 
Malcolm Fraser to boost the West’s military 
presence in the Indian ocean has triggered a 
new debate m Australia over the risks of 
military links with the United States. 

The opposition Labor Party leader. Bill 
Hayden, has charged that Fraser, by offering 
a base in the state of Western Australia for 
U.S. nudear-armed vessels, would “convert 
the region, including the dty of Perth, into a 
potential prime nuclear target” in the event 
of Soviet- American confrontation. 

“The Labor party strongly supports the 
American alliance,” Hayden said. “But the 
alliance has never before extended to the 
point of providing permanent bases in 
peacetime for American military forces ” 

During a recent visit to Washington to dis- 
cuss the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, 
Fraser offered the United States use of the 
new naval base at Cock bam Sound as either a 
‘‘home port” or “base port” for American 
nuclear aircraft carriers and other warships 
from Indian Ocean task forces. 

He said the offer was “put on the basis that 
the United States would consider it and come 
and speak with us at the appropriate time 
when it had made up its mind. Considerable 
investment would probably be required for 
the kind of facilities needed and that would 
involve United States expenditure. 

“But we have also indicated that we are 
prepared to consider participation in that 
expenditure if a proposal from the United 
States is made in a formal way.” 

Fraser distinuguished between the two 
types of base expansion envisaged by point- 
ing out that if Cockbum Sound became an 
American navy “home port," American 
families would be based there and family 
housing would have to be built. 

Even a “base port” would need substantial 
expenditures hundreds of millions of dollars, 
according to Australian officials to set up the 
naval facilities and technological support sys- 
tems to service sophisticated American ships 
and weapons systems. 

The Australian offer was first revealed by 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Australian financial review, Brian Toohey, 
who said that Fraser made it during a meeting 
at Blair House on Jan. 30 with U.S. defense 
officials led by deputy Defense Secretary W. 
Graham Claytor. Toohey reported that 
Fraser “came on as such a vigorous hawk” 
that the Pentagon was encouraged to upgrade 
its requests to Australia. 

Fraser and Defense Minister Jim KiDen 
acknowledged what is electoral dynamite in 
Australia in a year when Fraser faces a 
national election — that bis government was 
opening the door for Washington to set up a 
permanent military base in Australia. 


Fraser’s offer touches an emotional issue 
here by focusing on a conflict between 
Australia's obligations under the formal 
Anzus treaty linking it with the United States 
and New Zealand and its desire for com- 
pletely independent sovereignty. 

The Australian naval base at Cockbum 
Sound was commissioned last year, more 
than 75 years after West Australians began 
agitating to have some sort of defense facility 
in their immensely rich but isolated and 
underpopulated state. With an area of nearly 
a million square miles and vast deposits of 
minerals. Western Australia even now has a 
population of only 1.4 million. 

But to gain maximum electoral impact 
from (he £ 1 00 million base, the national gov- 
ernment built it on the outskirts of the Slate’s 
only urban complex — Penh and its port state 
little of fre mantle. 

The introduction of nuclear weapons near 
a major urban center is likely io become an 
election issue. 

The opposition leader and other moder- 
ates in the Labor Pam. which has a strong 
cote of ideological socialism and an element 
of anti-Americanism, have been careful to 
avoid any declaration that they would ban 
American ships from Cockbum Sound. But 
they left no doubt that they would cry to 
prohibit nuclear weapons from being carried 
into the port or stored there. 

In several modem elections in Australia, 
Labor has lost votes after the Conservatives 
managed to pin an anti- American tag on it. 
Labor was opposed to the construction of the 
two important American bases now on 
Australian soil and most observers are con- 
vinced that their attitude hurt Labor. 

Bui in the earlier cases, there was no ques- 
tion of risk to large Australian populations or 
any question of nuclear weapons being 
brought into Australian harbors.

nationwide school boycott, the South African 
Press Association reported. 

Police were trying to break up a meeting of 
“ colored ” high school students who joined 
the protest, the agency said. a ‘ Colored ” is 
the term used by South Africa's apartheid 
government to refer to people of mixed race. 

The students were demanding improve- 
ments in educational facilities to bring them 
up to the standards of the ruling white minor- 
ity. The government is said to spend more 
than four times as much money on white stu- 
dents than on colored students.

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West German Cabinet 
votes boycott support 


BONN. West Germany, April 23 ( AP) — 
West Germany’s Cabinet formally recom- 
mended Wednesday that the country's sports 
federations vote to boycott the Moscow 
Olympics in protest over the Soviet occupa- 
tion of Afghanistan. 

Following the cabinet meeting. Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt was to address the Bundes- 
tag, or lower house of Parliament, on the 
Olympic issue. 

Last week government spokesmen said the 
Schmidt government had decided to go on 
record in favor of the U.S.-sponsored boycott 
rather than delay an announcement until 
nearer the May 24 deadline for accepting 
Olympic invitations. 

The recommendation, however, is non- 
binding. The West German NaLional 
Olympic Committee is scheduled to vote on 
sending a team during its May 15 meeting in 
Duesseldorf. 

Its decision is expected to influence other 
Western European countries still uncommit- 
ted on the controversial boycott. 

Schmidt had been an early critic of the 
boycott, terming it a cosmetic measure that 
did little to change the strategic balance bet- 
ween East and West. 

But the chancellor, who is up for re- 
election this fall, found himself under grow- 
ing pressure from the U.S. administration 
and political opponents to display public sol- 
idarity with Washington. 

Recent polls have also shown a strong 
surge of support for the boycott among West 
Germany's 62 million people. A survey 

Gambia joins boycott, 
urges CSSA reversal 

BANJUL, Gambia, April 23 (AFP) — 
Gambia's National Olympic Committee 
decided Wednesday to boycott the Mos- 
cow Olympics unless" a significant change 
takes place in ihe Afghanistan situation by 
May 22’'. 

The committee also appealed to other 
African countries to reconsider their deci- 
sion, taken earlier this year in Yaounde, 
Cameroons, when the Supreme Council of 
African Sport voted to compete in the 
Olympics. 


released Wednesday by ihe Geras Opinion 
Institute found that 52 per cent of those ques- 
tioned opposed sending a German team to 
Moscow, with 42 per cent in favor. 

A survey published April 1 5 by the Wicket 
Institute revealed 87 per cent approval for 
the boycott. 

Despite popular support. President Jimmy 
Carter's call holds little appeal for West 
German athletes and sports officials. 

Athletes staged a torchlight parade 
through Dortmund late Monday urging that 
they be allowed to participate in Moscow. 
The magazine Quick reported this week that a 
majority of those on the German NOC would 
like to compete. 

And on Wednesday, August Kirsch, presi- 
dent of the Track and Field Federation, cal- 
led for sending a team to Moscow. 

But Willi Daume, committee president and 
a strong personal opponent of the boycott, 
said his group would find it hard to resist both 
public opinion and the government s wishes. 

Last weekend, Willie Weyer, President of 
the German Sports Federation, told an 
Osnabruck newspaper lie does not expect re 
see a West German team in Moscow this 
summer. 

The growing opposition to the games has 
led to an increase in cancellations by West 
Germans who had been booked to Moscow 
on tours this year. 

Gerd Leidinger, spokesman for the Ger- 
man Travel Bureau, said in a radio interview 
that as of Wednesday, about 800 of the 7, 1 00 
customers who had booked tours with his 
firm had canceled. 

As a result, he said, the Soviet tourist 
agency had extended the deadline for cancel- 
lations witbout refund from April 25 to May 
25. 

In Tokyo, the Japan Olympic Committee 
confirmed Wednesday that it favored Japan s 
particiapting in the Olympic Games in Mos- 
cow “in principle.” 

The confirmation came at a standing com- 
mittee session of the JOC. which met for 1 x h 
'hoursof discussion on whether to participate. 

The JOC said it expects the 22nd Olympics 
to be held under circumstances that will 
enable young people of the whole world to 
assemble and compete in friendship and' 
peace and said it confirms its policy of par- 
ticipating in the games in principle.

Since 1976, salaries have gone up 191 per 
cent, according to the statement, while the 
cost of living has risen 32 per cent.

Declarer often cannot 
overcome a bad lie of the 
adverse cards and is forced to 
proceed in the hope that they 
will be divided favorably for 
him. But there are times when 
he can manipulate his 
resources so as to succeed 
despite an unlucky 
distribution of the missing 
cards, and these are the times 
when his mettle is fully tested. 

Consider this deal where 
West leads a diamond, 
declarer winning East’s king 
with the ace. South sees four 
potential losers — three clubs 


and a heart — and he 
therefore starts looking for 
ways to eliminate one of them. 

One possibility, after 
drawing trumps, is to play a 
low heart from dummy 
toward his queen. If East has 
the king. South will make two 
heart tricks instead of one and 
thus make the contract. 

Another possibility is to 
attack dubs by leading a low 
one toward dummy's jack. If 
the jack loses to East's king or 
ace. South will still have the Q- 
9 left and can later play a dub 
from dummy toward them 
and perhaps score a club 
trick. 

As the cards lie, these lines 
of play do not succeed and 
South would eventually go 
down one. However, after 
drawing trumps, declarer can 
assure the contract if he plays 
the hand correctly. He cashes 
the Q-9 of diamonds, dis- 
carding a heart from 
dummy, and then leads the 
ace and another heart. 

These plays place South 
firmly in the driver’s seat The 
defender who wins the second 
heart lead with the king will 
have to yield a ruff and 
discard or else lead a club and 
thus establish a club trick for 
declarer that would otherwise 
be in doubt 

The suggested method of 
play totally eliminates the 
luck factor that appeared to 
exist when dummy first came 
down.

Iran detours high-priced oil 


TEHRAN, April 23 (Agencies) — Iran 
will shortly start selling off oil which Japan 
and two European companies. British Pet- 
roleum and Shell, are refusing to buy at new 
higher prices. Oil Minister Ali Akbar Moin- 
far said Wednesday. 

Moinfar said in a telephone interview 
Wednesday that Iran had concluded unan- 
nounced agreements to sell some of the oil at 
an effective price of $35 a barrel soon if its 
three biggest customers did not accept the 
$2.50 price rise which they had so far refused 
to pay. Asked if the new sales would be to 
Eastern European countries, the minister 
said: “Mostly, yes.*’ 

He said Romania had signed contracts to 
buy 100,000 barrels a day of Iranian oil, a 
60- per-cent increase on its previous purchase 
at the full new price. Asked if this was the 
biggest contract Iran had signed since 
announcing the price rise late last month, 
Moinfar said: “This is the biggest one we’ve 
announced." 

He said in answer to a question: "There is 
something 1 have not announced yet. It will 
probably be announced m the next week." 

Moinfar ruled out any further negotiations 
with the companies refusing the latest 
increase, which makes Iranian light crude the 
most expensive in the Gulf and a full $ 9 a 
barrel dearer than Saudi Arabian oil. 

“We already announced the price and we 
are not going to discuss it. If they don't agree 
to pay this, there is nothing to stop us selling 
the oil to other people," he said. 

The minister said all new contracts were for 
cash, and no barter was involved. He could 
not immediately confirm the duration of the 
deals. Eastern European countries were 
known to be seeking long-term agreements 
involving barter, while Iran was demanding 
cash and its contracts generally run for bet- 
ween three and nine months. 

Moinfar also hinted that Iran and the 
Soviet Union had resumed stalled negotia- 
tions over Soviet purchases of Iranian gas. 


which broke down last month when Moscow 
rejected Iranian demands for a five- fold price 
increase. 

Meanwhile, Washington was disappointed 
and Iran defiant over a decision by America’s 
European allies to take economic action 
against Iran if the 53 U.S. hostages are not 
released. 

The foreign ministers of the nine Common 
Market countries announced after a two-day 
meeting in Luxembourg Tuesday then- gov- 
ernments were banning new export and ser- 
vice contracts with Iran and all military sales 
to Iran, were reducing their diplomatic staffs 
in Tehran, were cutting Iranian diplomatic 
staffs in their capitals, and reimposing visa 
requirements for Iranians traveling to their 
countries. 

The ministers said if there was not “deri- 
sive progress leading to the release of the 
hostages" by May 17, their governments 
would impose the economic sanctions called 
for in the U.N. Security Council resolution 
vetoed by the Soviet Union in January. 

Such action would halt all exports from the 
nine countries to Iran except food and 
medicine, cutting off an estimated $ 7 billion 
in sales annually. 

The foreign ministers' communique made 
no mention of stopping purchases of Iranian 
oiL now about 650,000 barrels a day. But 
they reportedly agreed to ban buying of Ira- 
nian oil at prices above the levels of the rest of 
the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries. Since Iran is now demanding} 35 
a barrel, $ 2.50 above the highest other 
OPEC prices, this amounts to a ban on new 
oil contracts of spot sales. 

Iran on Monday suspended shipment of 
the 530,000 barrels Japan imported daily 
because the Japanese refused to pay the 
price. The Japanese government is to deride 


The communique did not define the term 
"derisive progress,” and there appeared to 
be disagreement what was meant. The British 
foreign secretary. Lord Carrington, told a 
news conference the Iranian government 
would have to do more than take custody of 
the hostages from the militants who occupied 
the U.S. embassy in Tehran Nov. 4 and con- 
tinue to hold 50 of the captives there. The 
three others are held at the Iranian Foreign 
ministry. 

The State Department said H welcomed 
the Common Markef s decision to support 
the U.S. government’s efforts to free the hos- 
tages. But Carter administration sources 
were obviously disappointed in the delay m 
full sanctions. 

This “was a typical European decision," 
said one official who would not be quoted by 
name. "It postpones the crunch.’’ 

President Jimmy Carter has said he may 
take military measures if the hostages are not 
freed by mid- May, and U.S. officials said the 
prospect of European sanctions taking effect 
at that time would put pressure on him to 
defer his decision for a while longer. 

Moinfar said any nation supporting U.S. 
sanctions “would be blacklisted forever and 
would never get Iran's oil," and Iran’s 
economic affairs minister. Reza Sail mi, said 
the Soviet Union has agreed to let Iran use its 
roads if the United States blockades Iran's 
southern water routes.

April 23 ( AP) — A decision by 
Chase Manhattan Bank to drop its prime 
lending rate “ pulled the rug out from under 
the dollar.” said a Frankfurt foreign 
exchange dealer Wednesday as the U.S. cur- 
rency tumbled in value around Europe. 

Gold prices, meanwhile, rose slightly, in 
what bullion dealers described as “very, very 
quiet trading.” 

European bullion dealers said gold mar- 
kets were quiet because many investors had 
adopted a wait-and-see attitude to the metal 
ahead of a meeting of the international 
monetary fund in Hamburg. Further IMF 
gold auctions may be discussed there. 

Gold closed at $506.50 an ounce in Lon- 
don compared with $502.50 at the close 
Tuesday. In Zurich it closed at $506.50 com- 
pared with $503.50. The price of silver in 
London was slightly up, however, dosing at 
$14.05 an ounce compared with $ 13.75- 

In recent weeks high U.S. interest rates 
have made holding dollars an attractive 
propositon and their value increased. But 
dealers said Chase Manhattan's decision to 
drop its prime rate from 1916 per cent to 19 
appeared to be the start of a general tur- 
naround in U.S. interest rates. 

They said the Chase Manhattan decision 
triggered nervous selling that saw the dollar 
reach 1.8275 West German marks m Frank- 
furt. compared with 1.575 Tuesday. 

The dollar also fell in Tokyo, where mar- 
kets dose before those in Europe open.

Can glue save Sphinx ? 


CAIRO, April 23 (R) — Egyptologists 
plan to fill the 4,500-year-old Sphinx of 
Giza with glue as pan a $ 5 million cam- 
paign to save Egypt’s pharaonic and 
Islamic monuments from erosion by the 
elements. 

The director of antiquities for the Car- 
iro area, Nassef Hassan, said the plan is to 
pour the glue down the deep wells in the 
Spbiiuf s back and let it seep through the 
porous limestone of the body. 

Like many other Egyptian monuments 
the Sphinx, symbol of mystery, was insu- 
lated from sun, wind and rain for 
thousands of years by sand blown in from 
the desert. 

But since archaeologists cleared away 
the sand in the 1930s, the Sphinx, a 
monolithic statue of a crouching lion with 
the head of the pharaoh Kharfra 
(Cheihren), has been slowly deteriorating. 
Occasional showers of rain dissolve the 
calcium carbonate in the limestone. When 
the sun comes out, the carbonate cystal- 
lizes on the surface, reducing the outer 
layer of stone to a fragile powder which 
the wind blows away. 

The Aswan high dam, completed in 
1970, added a new complication when it 
raised the water-table aO over the country. 
In the case of the Sphinx the ground-water 
is now within three meters of the statue’s

The director of the Antiquities Organ- 
ization, Shahata Adam, has officially 


denied Egyptian newspaper reports that 
ground water is a serious danger, but 
studies are still at an early stage. Hassan 
said attempts to protect the Sphinx in the 
early 197QTsonly aggravated tbe problem. 
Egyptologists poured glue over the most 
vulnerable parts, tbe chest and neck, in the 
hope that it would penetrate to the core. 

But tbe glue sank in only two centimet- 
ers forming a shell which then broke off 
from tbe Sphinx’s body. 

The elements have also attacked the 
flanks of the statue around tbe base, but 
Hassan said a girdle of stone blocks now 
being put in place would soon ward off tbe 
attack. 

Work on the half-completed girdle 
would continue next month when a new 
allocation of $ 210,000 comes through, 
Hassan said. 

The Pyramids, which stand on a plateau 
just above the Sphinx, are too massive to 
be affected by the weather, but fragile wall 
paintings and reliefs are easy victims. 

A grant of $ 290.000 of the campaign 
money will go towards the fabulous tomb 
of Nefertari, wife of Egypt’s mightiest 
emperor. Raineses. 

The 3,500 year-old Deir Ai-Babrari 
temple in upper Egypt will get $ 64,000 
and tbe United Nations Educational. Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organization 
( UNESCO) is sending a team of experts to 
report on Cairo’s Islamic monuments. 


‘Law-abiding’ residents get windfall 

Wealthy Malaysian timber foundation shakes money tree 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia, April 23 
(AP) — The money tree is being shaken 
again in Sabah, a timber-rich state in eastern 
Malaysia. 

The Sabah Foundation is distributing bills 
worth $ 44 to each ” law-abiding Sabahan 
over 21 yearsofage. ” Handouts for 41 7,000 
people, scheduled over two months, began 
April 5. 

A foundation spokesman said more than 
30,000 newly qualified for the windfall may 
register during the distribution period and 
could expect their money in June or July. 

What is the Sabah Foundation and why is it 
so generous ? Politics and timber are the 
foundation’s foundation. 

Vast tracts of virgin jungle were opened in 
the eastern half of the state in the 1960's. 


Malaysia is the world's largest exporter of 
tropical hardwoods and some of the best 
stands are in Sabah where 86 per cent of the 
land is forested. Malaysia’s log exports were 
worth almost $ 77 million last year. 

The foundation was launched in 1965 with 
financing from tbe state government to widen 
educational opportunities and provide other 
benefits in tbe once primitive area of Borneo. 
Five years later, after rich concessions were 
taken over from 12 private timber firms, the 
foundation formed the Amanah Rakyat 
Sabah — Sabah People's Trust Fund — to 
share profits with the people. 

More than 8,500 square kilometers of 
prime timber land was given to the founda- 
tion, which operates seven subsidiaries from 
its sleek new 30-story headquarters in Kota 


Kinabalu. 

It issues no detailed financial reports. 
Estimates of the value of its unexploited 
timber land run as high as $ 8.7 billion. 

Tbe Sabah Foundation had been politically 
controversial. Rival office seekers accused 
those in control of using its funds to try to buy 
votes. No regular dates are fixed for the pay- 
outs and some politicians contend they were 
once done before elections to sway the vot- 
ers. No election is scheduled this year. 

Sabah chief minister Harris Saieh is also 
chairman of tbe foundation’s board of trus- 
tees. 

Sources Say distributions depend on the 
foundation’s profits and are announced when 


the fund has accumulated sufficient money. 

The first payout was in 1971 with $ 22 
alloted each citizen and permanent resident 
holding share certificates m tbe trust fund. 
There have been about a dozen distributions, 
one source said, but the total amount 
involved was not available. 


Last year 375,482 Sabah ans got money. 
Awang Damid Mohamed, manager of group 
distribution, said a team of 380 officials 
rotate around 511 collection centers to hand 
out the cash. About 8,000 eligible for the 
windfall do not bother to collect.

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Arab- American enters Senate race

American businessman Michael Saba has 
entered tbe race for the U.S. Senate in North 
Dakota, Arab News - Asharq Al -Awsat has 
learned. 

Saba, who is running as a Democrat, 
becomes tbe second Arab- American to seek 
a Senate seat in the 1980 elections. Con- 
gressman James Abdnor of South Dakota, 
also of Arab descent, is trying to unseat 
Senator George McGovern. 

North Dakota is one of America’s key 
agricultural states. Its 40,000 forms produce 


about 3 per cent of the world’s wheat, Saba 
said. The Arab-American candidate is 
emphasizing economic issues in his cam- 
paign, including direct sales of North Dakota 
wheat to countries of the Third World. 

There is considerable sympathy in North 
Dakota for the Arab world and its people, 
Saba said. Saba's rival for the Democratic 
nomination is Kent Jobanneson, a Bismarck 
lawyer and oil broker. 

Johann eson has a well-known political 
name in the state, but political sources say he 
is plagued by a "loser’s image ” He has run 
unsuccessfully in the past for several state 
offices, including attorney general.
